Tournaments will soon oc- 
cupy the baseball Pumas, as 
the team participates in the 
Great Lakes Valley Confer- 
ence tourney Friday through 
Sunday, then the Heartland 
Collegiate Conference affair 
May 2-4. 

“We’re really looking for- 
ward to the two conference 
tournaments,’’ say$ Puma co- 
captain George Ushela. “I’m 
hoping that we’ll be able to 
turn our season around by 
playing some good baseball 
in these tournaments. 

“Our record hasn’t been

Along with Ushela, pitchers 
John Krisch, Tony Pechin, 
and Mark McCourt have been 
sharing the duties.

fensive end. Bob Ellis, Neil 
Brown, and Pinkstaff have 
been the leading hitters, while 
Mike Smith leads the Pumas 
in stolen bases, primarily as 
a pinch runner. 

Defensively, Jose Fortuno 
has been the iron man behind 
the plate; Don Steinhilber is

1979-80 Teams Succeed

Saint Joseph’s College 1979-80 athletic season was a v 
definite success: Puma teams that have completed their 
seasons have compiled a .551 winning percentage. 

Team-of-the-year honors justifiably go to volleyball. 
Under the guidance of coach Linda Taulman, the volleyball 
team established a glittering 37-4 record and finished 
second in the state tournament. The spikers played an 
exciting brand of volleyball all season, and swept three 
games against rival Butler, plus two wins over Valparaiso 
and one over Notre Dame. 

Next year’s team could prove to be just as strong with 
most of this year’s squad returning. 

Saint Joe’s football team produced its best record, 8-2, 
since 1971 and won the Heartland Collegiate Conference 
championship. The air attack and stiff defense are sure to 
be just as strong next season as 18 of 22 starters return. 
Hopes for another HCC title plus post-season NCAA tourney 
action are well-founded.

Highlights of the season included an amazing come- 
from-behind victory over Evansville, 21-20, and the champion- 
ship clincher at Valparaiso (24-14) to end the season. 

The cross country team posted its first winning season 
with a 9-3 dual meet record. Next year should prove to be a 
key year for the harriers, as the program will be in its fifth 
year and should be well established. Gone are the days 
when coach Dave Smith had to scrounge people to run in 
meets, for members of the team are dedicated and take 
pride in themselves and their team. 

The team loses senior Andy Barnes, but a good recruiting 
season has brought in five freshmen to provide much-needed 
depth. 

Women’s tennis and men’s golf improved one way or 
another. The women’s tennis team doubled its previous 
win total and fielded a very young team. The golf team also 
was dominated by underclassmen and showed steady 
improvement all season long. This hopefully will carry over 
into next season. 

The most positive result of this year’s soccer program 
is the team’s gaining varsity status. The program has been 
a part of Saint Joe’s for nine years and richly deserved the 
elevation to the varsity level. Soccer is the sport of the 
future and under the guidance of coach Father Bill Stang, 
the kickers will feature a team of seasoned veterans. 

The men’s basketball team struggled through a frus- 
trating 10-17 season. In this rebuilding year, coach George 
Waggoner laid a positive foundation for the future. 

On an individual basis, the players are quite talented 
and seven lettermen will return next season. Waggoner’s 
job will be to develop this group into a cohesive team. 

The other version of Saint Joe’s basketball, the women’s 
team, was very successful — going to the state tourna- 
ment for the second straight year in a 14-7 season. Coach 
Susan Buntin’s crew was led in virtually every category 
by junior Jennifer Voreis, who this year became the first 
woman in Saint Joe’s history to go over the 1000-career 
point level. 

The women lose only four performers 1 to graduation, 
and with Voreis leading the way, next winter’s lady Pumas 
should again be tough. 

The spring teams — baseball, men’s and women’s 
track, and men’s tennis — have yet to complete their sea- 
sons, but these teams have done well in continuing Saint 
Joseph’s winning tradition.
